“ ‘The Play’s the thing.”—Ask for Thomas’s Observer. a 
DRURY LANE THEATRE. 

Last night, after the opera of The Bohemian Girl, a ballet, which 
has been playing for some time past in Paris, and is entitled Lady 
Henrietta ; or, the Statute Fuir ! was produced at this theatre for the 
purpose’ of introducing Mlle. Lucile Grahn, who, although unknown 
in this country, has obtained great celebrity in Paris and Milan. Her 
figure is elegant, and her face expressive. Her dancing combines se- 
veral styles ; sometimes she gives a glimpse of the elegance and grandeur 
of Elssler; at others of the prettiness of Carlotta Grisi or of Cerito, 
bounding with the utmost ease across the stage, as if she belonged not to 
it. Grace and elegance, over the mere art of dancing, appear to be the 
ruling characteristics of this danseuse. The ballet was well received, 
although it will bear considerable curtailment. The following is a 
sketch of the plot— 

Lady Henrietta, one of the maids of honour to Queen Anne, enter- 
tains the whim of going to the statute fair at Greenwich dressed as a ser- 
vant; and, accompanied by her female attendant and by a silly courtier, 
whom she persuades to dress himself as a rustic, she proceeds there and 
hires herself as a servant to a farmer, with whom she falls in love. The 
farmer is, of course, enraptured, and when he arrives at home he finds 
himself waiting on the servant, instead of the servant waiting upon him. 
The Lady Henrietta, however, begins to think she has carried the joke 
too far, and after some difficulty she effects her escape, and is anxious 
to conceal the adventure fromthe Queen. The farmer, in despair, tears 
his marriage contract with a young damsel who comes in bridal dress to 
be married, and he rushes out, determined todo or die. We next find 
him in Windsor Park as a soldier, where he succeeds in rescuing the 
Queen, whose horse runs away. He is promoted, and being about the 
Court he of course meets with the Lady Henrietta, with whom he 
makes some desperate efforts to renew acquaintance, but she pretends 
not to know him, and on one occasion, when his importunities are vio- 
lent, she orders him into custody. This drives him mad, and he is 
taken to a madhouse, where the Queen and Lady Henrietta pay a visit. 
The latter, on seeing the effect of her disdain, relents, and by taking 
him back to his cottage he recovers his senses, and the Queen consents 
to his marriage with her maid of honour. The scenery elicited much 
applause, and the music deserves the highest praise, more particularly 
that in the second act, by Burgmuller, which displays a pleasing and 
graceful originality; it will no donbt become very popular. Mlle.
